Indicted cop drew 36 complaints in 8 V 2 years 


CHICAGO POLICE COMMANDER SUBJECT OF MULTIPLE CITIZEN COMPAINTS 

According to a Chicago Tribune analysis of internal Chicago Police Department records, there were 36 complaints against Cmdr. 
Glenn Evans in an SVz-year period. Combined with a previously released list, Evans has been the subject of at least 50 complaints 
since 2001. The only disciplinary action taken against Evans during that time period has been a two-day suspension stemming 
from a 2005 incident. Eight complaints remain under investigation.

As he ate with his infant son and a friend at 
a South Side diner, Chas Byars says he was 
disturbed to see a lone plainclothes Chicago 
police officer suddenly grab another customer 
and drag him out of his booth. 

Byars said he spoke up, telling the officer he 
didn’t have to do that. 

“Shut up, bitch, or you can go to jail too,” 
Byars remembered then-Lt. Glenn Evans tell- 
ing him almost three years ago. 

Byars said he protested that he had done 
nothing wrong but that Evans quickly hand- 
cuffed him to the 
other customer. 
As Byars asked his 
friend to take his 
4-month-old son to 
a relative’s home, Ev- 
ans announced that 
the boy would be go- 
ing to the station as 
well and grabbed the baby carrier, jerking the 
infant out of his unstrapped seat and knock- 
ing his head onto the table, Byars said. 

Eor the next 10 hours, Byars said, he was 
locked up, uncertain how badly his son had 
been hurt. 

Byars, it turns out, was one of dozens of 
people over the past HVz years to complain 
about Evans’ conduct, often for alleged exces- 
sive force, newly released internal Police De- 
partment records show Erom January 2006 
throughjuly 2014— aperiod in which Evans was 
promoted to lieutenant and then named one 
of only 22 district commanders— he amassed 
36 complaints in all. Combined with previously 
released records, Evans has been the subject of 
at least a combined 50 complaints since 2001. 

Evans was never disciplined as a result of 
any of those complaints except for a two-day 
suspension, records show, but more recent 
complaints remain under investigation. 

According to a Tribune analysis of the re- 
cords since 2006, Evans had far more com- 
plaints than anyone else of his rank and topped 
all but 34 officers for the entire 12,000-strong 
department. In fact, he continued to pile up 
complaints— nine in aU— even after he was 
promoted by Superintendent Garry McCar- 
thy to commander of the South Side’s Grand 
Crossing police district in August 2012. 

To his supporters, Evans, 52, has brought 
an admirable aggressiveness, work ethic and 
dedication to the job, often continuing to 
work the city’s most dangerous streets as he 
rose through the ranks. 

But last month. Cook County prosecutors 
alleged that Evans went too far in an aban- 


doned house in Park Manor. He was crimi- 
nally charged on allegations he shoved his 
service weapon down a man’s throat, pressed 
aTaser against his groin and threatened to kill 
him early last year. The next day the alleged 
victim, Rickey Williams, filed a complaint 


against Evans, one of the 36 people to do so 
since 2006, records show 

Evans, who was the Grand Crossing com- 
mander at the time of the alleged incident, 
pleaded not guilty Wednesday at his arraign- 
ment on nine felony counts of official miscon- 


duct and aggravated battery 

Besides the dozens of complaints, Evans has 
been sued numerous times over alleged miscon- 
duct. ^)Cthout admitting wrongdoing, the city 
of Chicago has paid out a combined $226,250 to 
settle seven of the lawsuits, according to records 
released by the city Among those settlements 
was $71,000 awarded to Byars and his son. 

In addition, three lawsuits against Evans re- 
main pending in federal court, including one 
filed just this month by Williams. 

Except for the two-day suspension for an off- 
duty incident in 2005, none of the complaints 
against Evans had been “sustained” by the In- 
dependent Police Review Authority which 
investigates police misconduct allegations, or 
by its predecessor agency or the department’s 
Internal Affairs Division, records show 

However, additional records obtained 
through EOIA requests show that earlier in 
his career Evans had been suspended from 
his duties at least 10 times, mostly while a 
young officer on the South Side. Half of those 
suspensions stemmed from excessive-force 
complaints, two of which resulted in separate 
15-day suspensions, according to the records. 

In an interview last week outside the South 
Side barbershop where he works, Byars, now 
32, said that for months after his October 2011 
run-in with Evans he worried about retalia- 
tion by police. 

But he defended his actions, saying there’s 
“never an excuse for excessive force or abuse 


of power.”

O’Hare lands 
busiest title

O’Hare Airport is on pace to again be the world’s busiest air- 
port, a designation it lost a decade ago, Chicago city officials 
said Wednesday 

Hartsfield-Jackson Atlanta International Airport wrestled 
the top honor from O’Hare in 2005 and has held onto it since, 
according to the flight count by the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration. Before that, O’Hare had bragging rights to the title 
since the dawn of the Jet Age, when it surpassed the number 
of flights at Midway Airport, which had been the leader. 

From January to August of this year, more than 580,000 
flights departed or landed at O’Hare, according to the FAA. 
City officials say part of the growth is due to international pas- 
senger volume, which through the first half of the year rose 
8 percent at O’Hare, to 5.2 million passengers, and rose 15 per- 
cent at Midway to 289,300 passengers. In the past 18 months, 
O’Hare and Midway airports welcomed six new international 
airlines and added dozens of new destinations. 

“O’Hare isn’t just the busiest airport in the world, it’s an as- 
set for the City of Chicago,” Mayor Emanuel said in a state- 
ment. “These new gains will help us attract new businesses 
and solidify our place as the best connected city in the U.S. and 
around the world.” 

The announcement was made at the end of the 20th World 
Route Development Forum, being hosted in Chicago this 
week. The convention brings together airports and airlines 
as a networking event and helps shape the future of aviation 
routes.

M-Rahm, Lewis clash on differing 
proposais iegaiizing, taxing pot

Mayor Emanuel on Wednesday 
knocked down potential challenger 
Karen Lewis’ idea to legalize and tax 
marijuana, saying he doesn’t “think 
you should balance the budget by pro- 
moting recreational smoking of pot.” 

The mayor’s comments came a day 
after he proposed a statewide easing of 
penalties for possessing small amounts 
of illegal narcotics including heroin 
and cocaine, and asked state lawmak- 
ers to adopt Chicago’s ordinance al- 
lowing police to issue tickets rather 
than arresting people caught with 
fewer than 15 grams of marijuana. 

Lewis, the president of the Chicago 
Teachers Union who’s mulling a may- 
oral run, said in response to Emanuel’s 


plan that legalizing marijuana as law- 
makers did in Colorado and Washing- 
ton is “another revenue source that we 
ought to look at.” 

“I think it’s important for us to start 
thinking very differently about rev- 
enue sources,” Lewis said. “In Colora- 
do, in the first quarter alone, the state 
generated $80 million. Come on. Not 
only that, but having a sensible drug 
policy stops a lot of other silliness.” 

From January to the end of June, 
recreational marijuana sales in Colo- 
rado generated about $21.6 million in 
taxes and fees, according to the Colo- 
rado Department of Revenue. Medi- 
cal marijuana sales, which are taxed at 
a much lower rate in Colorado, gener- 
ated about $18.6 million in taxes and 


fees from July 2013 to the end of June 
2014, according to that state’s revenue 
department. 

Told that the mayor criticized her 
idea, Lewis said the casino that Eman- 
uel wants to build in Chicago to boost 
revenue would be much more damag- 
ing to Chicagoans than legalized can- 
nabis. 

“I know for a fact that casinos have 
a devastating effect on families and 
communities, and people have lost 
their houses because they have gam- 
bling addictions and problems,” Lewis 
said. “But recreational usage of mari- 
juana is worse? Come on. How do you 
compare that, to you also promoting 
casinos, which damage families way 
way, way worse?”

officials. Two days 
earlier, an 18 -year-old 
man was fatally shot 
in the 6100 block 
of South Aberdeen 
Street, police said. 

Englewood, which 
had about 30,600 
residents counted 
in the 2010 Census, 
has loose borders of Garfield Boulevard to 
the north, 75th Street to the south. Normal 
Avenue to the east and Racine Avenue to the 
west. 

Englewood has logged 14 homicides so far 
this year, tied with Humboldt Park for the 
fifth highest toll among Chicago’s 77 com- 
munity areas. The South Side community 
area recorded 23 homicides last year, up from 
21 killings in 2012, according to RedEye data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were logged 
in the past two weeks in Ashburn, Belmont 
Cragin, Douglas, Humboldt Park, the Near 
North Side, North Lawndale, Riverdale, Rog- 
ers Park, Uptown, West Englewood and West 
Garfield Park, according to officials. 

Meanwhile, a 21-year-old man was stabbed 
to death Eriday in the 7700 block of South 
Emerald Avenue in Auburn Gresham, police 
said. Eive days earlier, a 37-year-old woman 
was beaten to death in the 800 block of South 
California Avenue in East Garfield Park, ac- 
cording to officials. 

Thirty-two homicides have been logged so 
far this month. Eorty-three homicides were 
recorded in September 2013, RedEye found.

Charges filed in 
slaying of boy, 

16, in Old Town

A 19 -year-old man on parole on a gun 
conviction has been charged in the 
fatal shooting of a 16 -year-old boy in 
the Old Town neighborhood on the 
Near North Side last week. 

Quinton Evans and another per- 
son rode up on bicycles and opened 
fire with semi-automatic weap- 
ons, hitting Devonshay Lofton in 
the chest as he was walking in the 
1300 block of North Cleveland Av- 
enue around 8:50 p.m. on Sept. 18, 
prosecutors said in court Wednesday 

Lofton, a member of the Jesse 
White Tumblers, was taken to 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital, 
where he died later that night. 

A police officer in the area heard 
the shots and got descriptions of the 
two suspects and radioed them out, 
according to prosecutors. The of- 
ficer then began to chase them, and 
the two got off their bikes and ran. 

Evans pulled out a gun and jumped 
under an SUV, prosecutors said. The 
officer got out of his car and acciden- 
tally fired his gun, striking himself in 
the foot. Evans escaped but police 
were able to track him down after 
talking to witnesses, authorities said. 

Evans was paroled in January after 
serving a year for aggravated unlaw- 
ful use of a weapon. Previously, he 
had been charged as a juvenile with 
burglary and aggravated burglary 

Prosecutors did not say why Evans 
fired at Lofton. Last week. Secretary 
of State Jesse White, who coached 
Lofton on the tumbling team, re- 
membered the teen as a “highly re- 
spected and well-mannered young 
man.” 

White said he worked with Lof- 
ton for six years on the tumbling 
team and did not believe he was af- 
filiated with any gang. He said the 
shooting was likely an accident or an 
act of random violence. 

“It was a mistaken identity” 
White said. “Otherwise someone 
was trying to earn his stripes by do- 
ing a bad thing.” 

Evans was ordered held on $i mil- 
lioin bail on Wednesday by a Cook 
County judge.

1 INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

FLUCELVAX® is an inactivated vaccine indicated for active 
innnnunization for the prevention of influenza disease caused by 
influenza virus subtypes A and type B contained in the vaccine. 

FLUCELVAX is approved for use in persons 18 years of age and older. 

4 CONTRAINDICATIONS 

Do not adnninister FLUCELVAX to anyone with a history of severe 
allergic reaction (e.g. anaphylaxis) to any connponent of the vaccine 
[see Description (11) in the fuii prescribing information]. 

5 WARNINGS AND PRECAUTIONS 

5.1 Guillain-Barre Syndrome 

The 1976 swine influenza vaccine was associated with an elevated 
risk of Guillain-Barre syndronne (GBS). Evidence for a causal 
relation of GBS with other influenza vaccines is inconclusive; if an 
excess risk exists, it is probably slightly nnore than 1 additional 
case per 1 nnillion persons vaccinated. If GBS has occurred within 
6 weeks of receipt of a prior influenza vaccine, the decision to give 
FLUCELVAX should be based on careful consideration of the 
potential benefits and risks. 

5.2 Latex 

The tip caps of the pre-filled syringes nnay contain natural rubber 
latex which nnay cause allergic reactions in latex-sensitive 
individuals, [see Description (11) in the fuii prescribing information] 

5.3 Preventing and Managing Aiiergic Reactions 

Appropriate nnedical treatnnent and supervision nnust be available to 
nnanage possible anaphylactic reactions following adnninistration of 
the vaccine. 

5.4Aitered Immunocompetence 

After vaccination with FLUCELVAX, innnnunoconnpronnised 
individuals, including those receiving innnnunosuppressive therapy, 
nnay have a reduced innnnune response. [See Concurrent use with 
Immunosuppresive Therapies (7.2)] 

5.5 Limitations of Vaccine Effectiveness 

Vaccination with FLUCELVAX nnay not protect all vaccine recipients 
against influenza disease. 

6 ADVERSE REACTIDNS 

Overall, the nnost connnnon (>10%) solicited adverse reactions 
occurring in adults 1 8 to 64 years of age within 7 days of vaccination 
with FLUCELVAX were pain at the injection site (28%), erythenna at 
the injection site (13%), headache (16%), fatigue (12%), nnyalgia 
(11%) and nnalaise (10%). The nnost connnnon (>10%) solicited 
adverse reactions occurring in adults 65 years of age and older 
within 7 days of vaccination were erythenna at the injection site 
(10%), fatigue (11%), headache (10%) and nnalaise (10%). 

6.1 Clinical Trials Experience 

Because clinical studies are conducted under widely varying 
conditions, adverse reaction rates observed in the clinical studies 
of a vaccine cannot be directly connpared to rates in clinical studies 
of another vaccine, and nnay not reflect rates observed in clinical 
practice. 

The safety of FLUCELVAX was evaluated in seven randonnized, 
controlled studies conducted in the US, Europe and New Zealand. 
The safety population includes 5709 adults 18 through 64 years of 
age and 572 adults 65 years of age and older adnninistered 
FLUCELVAX. 

In all studies, solicited local injection site and systennic adverse 
reactions were collected fronn subjects who connpleted a synnptonn 
diary card for 7 days following vaccination. 

One of the 7 clinical trials (Study 1 ) was a randonnized, double- 
blind, placebo-controlled study that evaluated three vaccines 
including: FLUCELVAX (N=3813), placebo (N=3894) and another 
influenza vaccine. The population was 1 8 through 49 years of age 
(nnean 32.8 years), 55% were fennale and 84% were Caucasian. 
Solicited adverse reactions for FLUCELVAX and placebo are 
sunnnnarized in Table 1.

Study 2 was a randonnized, double-blind study connparing FLUCELVAX 
(N=1330) to a U.S. licensed inactivated influenza vaccine (N=1324) 
in adults 18 years of age or older. The nnean age was 43.7 years of 
age for adults 1 8 to 64 years of age and 71 .3 years of age for adults 
65 years of age and older; 57% of subjects were fennale and 100% 
were Caucasian. The safety data observed are sunnnnarized in Table 2.

Unsolicited adverse events, including serious adverse events (SAEs), 
were collected for 21 days after vaccination in five studies. In adults 
1 8 through 64 years of age (N=4038), 1 3% (284 out of 2266) of 
subjects who received FLUCELVAX and 13% (224 out of 1772) of 
subjects who received a U.S. licensed inactivated influenza vaccine 
reported at least one unsolicited adverse event within 21 days after 
vaccination. The nnost connnnonly reported unsolicited adverse 
events after FLUCELVAX vaccination were rhinitis (3%), headache 
(2%) and oropharyngeal pain (2%). In adults 65 years of age and 
older (N=201 3), 1 1 % (1 1 0 out of 997) of subjects who received 
FLUCELVAX and 9% (95 out of 1 01 6) of subjects who received a 
U.S. licensed connparator vaccine reported at least one unsolicited 
adverse event within 21 days after vaccination. Within this age 
group, the nnost connnnonly reported unsolicited adverse events after 
FLUCELVAX vaccination were rhinitis (3%) and cough (2%). In both 
age groups, all other unsolicited adverse events were reported in 1% 
or less of subjects. 


In the seven controlled studies of FLUCELVAX, the rates of serious 
adverse events were collected for 21 days in two studies and for 6 to 
9 nnonths in five studies. The rates (in all seven controlled studies) of 
serious adverse events annong adults 18 through 64 years of age 
were 1% (84 out of 6388) in groups that received FLUCELVAX, 1% 
(55 out of 5745) in groups that received US licensed connparator 
vaccines and 1% (37 out of 3894) in groups that received placebo. 
The rates of serious adverse events annong adults 65 years of age 
and older were 4% (36 out of 997) in groups that received 
FLUCELVAX and 4% (44 out of 1016) in groups that received a US 
licensed connparator vaccine. 

6.2 Postmarketing Experience 

The following additional adverse events have been identified during 
post-approval use of FLUCELVAX. Because these events are reported 
voluntarily fronn a population of uncertain size, it is not always 
possible to reliably estinnate their frequency or establish a causal 
relationship to the vaccine. 

Innnnune svstenn disorders : Anaphylactic reaction, angioedenna. 

Skin and subcutaneous tissue disorders : Generalized skin reactions 
including pruritus, urticarial or non-specific rash. 

7 DRUG INTERACTIDNS 

7.1 Concomitant use with Dther Vaccines 

No data are available to assess the conconnitant adnninistration of 
FLUCELVAX with other vaccines. 

If FLUCELVAX is to be given at the sanne tinne as another injectable 
vaccine(s), the vaccine(s) should always be adnninistered at different 
injection sites. Do not nnix FLUCELVAX with any other vaccine in the 
sanne syringe or vial. 

7.2 Concurrent use with Immunosuppressive Therapies 

Innnnunosuppressive therapies, including irradiation, antinnetabolites, 
alkylating agents, cytotoxic drugs, and corticosteroids (used in 
greater than physiologic doses) nnay reduce the innnnune response to 
FLUCELVAX. [See Aitered Immunocompetence (5.4)] 

8 USE IN SPECIFIC PDPULATIDNS 
8.1 Pregnancy 

Pregnancy Category B: A reproductive and developnnental toxicity 
study has been perfornned in rabbits with a dose level that was 
approxinnately 1 5 tinnes the hunnan dose based on body weight. The 
study revealed no evidence of innpaired fennale fertility or harnn to the 
fetus due to FLUCELVAX. There are, however, no adequate and well- 
controlled studies in pregnant wonnen. Because aninnal reproduction 
studies are not always predictive of hunnan response, this vaccine 
should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

In a reproductive and developnnental toxicity study, the effect of 
FLUCELVAX on ennbryo-fetal and post-natal developnnent was 
evaluated in pregnant rabbits. Aninnals were adnninistered FLUCELVAX 
by intrannuscular injection 3 tinnes prior to gestation, during the 
period of organogenesis (gestation day 7) and later in pregnancy 
(gestation day 20), 0.5 nnL/rabbit/occasion (approxinnately 15-fold 
excess relative to the projected hunnan dose on a body weight basis). 
No adverse effects on nnating, fennale fertility, pregnancy, ennbryo- 
fetal developnnent, or post-natal developnnent were observed. There 
were no vaccine-related fetal nnalfornnations or other evidence of 
teratogenesis. 

8.3 Nursing Mothers 

FLUCELVAX has not been evaluated in nursing nnothers. It is not 
known whether FLUCELVAX is excreted in hunnan nnilk. Because 
nnany drugs are excreted in hunnan nnilk, caution should be exercised 
when FLUCELVAX is adnninistered to a nursing wonnan. 

8.4 Pediatric Use 

Safety and effectiveness have not been established in children less 
than 18 years of age. 

8.5 Geriatric Use 

Of the total nunnber of subjects who received one dose of FLUCELVAX in 
clinical studies and included in the safety population (6711), 9% (572) 
were 65 years of age and older and 2% (140) were 75 years or older. 
The nnajority of local and general adverse events were reported less 
frequently in adults 65 years of age and older as connpared to adults 
<65 years of age. [5ee Adverse Reactions (6. 1)] 

Antibody responses to FLUCELVAX were lower in the geriatric (adults 
65 years and older) population than in younger subjects, [see

THE LATEST IN FALL FASHION 
COLOR TRENDS, FROM OLIVE TO ORANGE

SOMEHOW, FALL IN CHICAGO makes it a little bit easier to 

say goodbye to summer. The trees change from green to red, the air turns from hu- 
mid to crisp, Sundays spent brunching al fresco turn into Sundays spent watching 
football and iced coffees are traded in for pumpkin-spiced lattes. And in fashion, the 
entire color palette changes. 


As Miranda Priestly so eloquently put it 
during her cerulean blue monologue in “The 
Devil Wears Prada,” the trends you see in your 
favorite fast-fashion store trickle down from 
the runways. And this autumn, it’s all about 
mixing the typical tried-and-true fall colors 


with some unexpected hues to add up to an 
on-trend wardrobe. 

While Radiant Orchid was named Pan- 
tone’s color of the year for 2014, this fall fo- 
cuses on traditional seasonal hues and jewel 
tones. For women, think burnt orange, cobalt 


blue, mustard yellow, varied shades of green 
and even non-colors: ivory taupe, gray and 
black-and-white combos. For men, the color 
story is pretty similar: burgundy forest green, 
mustard and deep browns. 

We enlisted a number of local fashion ex- 
perts for helpful tips on how to wear fall’s 
toastiest colors— and no, an orange-and-blue 
Bears jersey doesn’t count. 

ORANGE & YELLOW 

“This fall, it’s those sun-soaked saturated hues 
of vivid orange-reds and violets and mauves,” 
said D. Graham Kostic, creative director of 
digital magazine Glossed & Found. “It’s the 


bold colors you find in your parents’ honey- 
moon photos.” 

While Chanel, Missoni and Gucci all put 
very vibrant versions of oranges and yellows 
down the runway this season, personal style 
consultant Katie Schuppler said she works 
with her clients to make sure their choices 
complement their hair and skin tone. “I per- 
sonally love mustard yellow, but not everyone 
does,” Schuppler said. “You have to work with 
your hair color, and people with darker hair 
can get away with more colors. For blondes, 
those yellows can be hard to pull off.” 

Schuppler recommends working with what 
you’re comfortable with, but step outside the 
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While fall’s trendiest colors are all over 
the racks at national chains such as H&M, 
Topshop and Zara, our panel of fashion 
fiends gave us some indie recommenda- 
tions for shopping this season’s trends: 


comfort zone by trying a handbag in a burnt 
orange shade, or try color-blocking with 
prints and solids that feature one of this sea- 
son’s “it” colors on a smaller scale. 

BRIGHT BLUE 

“As if like clockwork, fall’s hottest colors are 
the jewel tones,” Kostic said. “But this season, 
there’s a saturated twist; these autumnal hues 
are a tad more romantic and bright. I think the 
most versatile are the bold blue hues.” Mor- 
gan Gutterman, owner of Bucktown boutique 
Edith Hart, agreed. “Cobalt blue’s a major one 
to pop out, and it’s been very popular,” she 
said. “It’s a great color for almost everyone.” 

Kostic said he recommends selecting a spe- 
cific shade that works for you in the spectrum, 
whether that’s a royal, almost purple, blue or 
a bright, bold azure. Gutterman suggested us- 
ing the blue as the focal point, like wearing a 
solid skirt or long-sleeved romper. 

OLIVE & NAVY 

For those not into the brighter versions of 
blue, Nikia Jefferson, founder and editor of 
style blog chitownfashionista.com, suggest- 


ed opting for rich navy pieces as a neutral to 
complement existing pieces in your closet. 
She personally prefers another autumnal tone 
that was prevalent all over men and women’s 
runways, such as Derek Lam, Nina Ricci and 
Louis Vuitton. “I’ve been seeing olive green in 
stores for handbags and outerwear,” Jefferson 
said. “I think it will be a hit for Chicagoans. It 
works as a new neutral, and I feel it’s different 
than black and grey and goes with a lot.” 

Shades of olive green, as well as bright em- 
erald and teals, dominated suits, accessories, 
coats and dresses on the runways and comple- 
ment many skin tones. Kostic recommends 
experimenting with classics rendered in new 
hues. “For men, I love all the graphics on the 
runway,” Kostic said. “The colors are always in 
season, and it’s a fun way to play with some- 
thing off the beaten path. A cypress green- 
checked shirt. A camel overcoat. Classics nev- 
er go out of style. And if the color looks good 
on you, you’ve just found a new season staple.” 

IVORY & GRAY 

To those who shy away from punches of color, 
fear not. Monochromatic ivory and gray out- 


fits are a chic, minimalist look and played out 
big-time in Marc Jacobs’ collection. But, it’s 
important to still show some flair and style 
when not embracing color. Mix textures and 
experiment, but don’t be afraid to stick to 
what you like, even if it’s after Labor Day “I’m 
really feeling beige and tan,” Gutterman said. 
“White pants, tan shirt. You don’t have to fol- 
low the rules.” 

Jefferson cites that trying an ivory or light 
gray wool coat, instead of the typical black, is 
a great way to try something new while tiptoe- 
ing into this season’s trends. “Take a chance 
with ivory” Jefferson said. “Black coats get so 
linty but I feel like gray works and can transi- 
tion you out of your comfort zone. Jefferson 
also mentions that the black-and-white com- 
binations, whether in a print or as separates, 
are versatile and on-trend this fall as well.

In my cuisine-sawy 
household as a boy, 
though, my brother 
and I would often 
engage in a different 
kind of comic battle. 
“Umami so deli- 
cious,” he once said 
to me, “It makes the 
fifth taste seem like the sixth taste.” 

Neither one of us won “Best sense of hu- 
mor” in high school. I did take home “Nicest 
ascot.” 

As I’m sure you know, “umami” is Japanese 
for a savory taste separate from the usual 
four flavor types: salty sweet, sour and bitter. 
Don’t concern yourself with being able to

define it. You just have to know never to say 
“I can really taste the umami.” No, you can- 
not. Umami is not a seasoning. It is more a 
state of mind, achieved by eating foods such 
as shiitake mushrooms, parmesan cheese and 
anchovies. It’s also a burger-focused restau- 
rant that originated in Los Angeles in 2009 
and delightfully arrived in Wicker Park last 
week. (Umami Burger currently has 
24 locations, primarily in California.) This 
was not a secret: On opening night. The 
Great Burgerelli was quoted await of nearly 
two hours. Needless to say your trusted 
burger connoisseur left and returned the fol- 
lowing evening. 

The burger 

Now this is medium-rare with confidence. 
Juicy is an understatement; I could not 
contain my smile upon consumption of this 
highly impressive six-ounce patty made from 
steak that is ground right on the premises. 
While grilling, patties are covered with 
Umami Master Sauce (available for purchase 


at umami.com), a secret sauce containing fish 
oils, seaweed and kelp, and sprinkled with 
Umami Dust (which is mostly dehy- 
drated mushrooms, I am told) 
before arriving at my table. 

The bun 

I’ve always known “Looks 
can be deceiving” as a line 
Parisian pickpockets say 
when swiping your wallet. 

But in the case of Umami’s 
bun, it is true. What appears 
to be basic and bland (with a 
big letter “U” crassly stamped on 
it in vegetable-based, flavorless ink, no 
less) proves not only unexpectedly sweet and 
buttery but plenty up to the task of containing 
the pleasures inside. Nobody buns like a pret- 
zel bun buns, but this darling holds its own. 

The fixings 

Here is where certain burgers stood apart 
from their brethren. While good enough. 


the Original ($12) was overwhelmed by its 
roasted tomato, and one shiitake mushroom 
hiding on the center of the patty 

meant many bites did not include 
it at all. Caramelized onions 
failed to blend with the disc 
of crispy parmesan on a 
burger that was less than 
the sum of its parts. That 
said, the truffle aioli, truffle 
glaze and house truffle 
cheese on the Thuffle Burger 
($12) were purely sinful— note: 
the truffles come from Thuffle 
Brothers in Chicago— and the 
exceptional Manly Burger ($12), adorned 
with brown ale-flavored cheddar sauce, ba- 
con lardons (that’s fatty juicy chunks to you) 
and crispy onion strings dusted with smoked 
salt made me want to grab a cold brew and 
turn on the game. I jest, of course. Mostly 

The fries 

Sweet potato fries ($4) were a bit pedestrian.

Happily, the ordinary oT thin fries ($3.50) 
were crispy and nicely salty, mixing beauti- 
fully with the venue’s array of sauces. The 
habanero-flavored “diablo” was this spice- 
lover’s favorite, though the jalapeno ranch— 
which should have been called ranch jalapeno 
to reflect the order in which the flavors 
arrive— and, to a lesser extent, garlic aioli en- 
hanced the skinny bites of potato nicely The 
Umami house ketchup was both different 
enough to identify as unique and ambiguous 
enough to rank last as a dipping option. The 
pricey fries with truffle cheese fondue and 
truffle salt ($6.50), however, needed no dip- 
ping at all. Heaven. 

Everything else 

You are a fool if you say a piece of bacon 
lowers the elegance of an old fashioned. The 
maple-bacon old fashioned ($11) wonderfully 
holds back its saltiness until late in each sip, 
and consuming the bacon resting on the ice 
cube after finishing the cocktail was divine, 
if undignified. (Obviously maple-bacon any- 
thing is commonly unimpeachable.) Three 
facts also worth noting, in no particular or- 
der: Ask for the cheesy tots ($5), hand-rolled. 


panko-crusted tots stuffed with cheddar and 
parmesan that are always available but not on 
the menu because of how much labor they 
require; the Andy Samberg-created Sam- 
berger ($13) is inspired by a Chicago-style hot 
dog and features sport peppers, mustard and 
relish (on special as of Sept. 23); additional 
Chicago locations for Umami Burger are 
reportedly being scouted. 

Bottom line 

“The food was so good I forgot about my 
beer,” my lovely female companion declared. 
Considering the high-quality beer list at 
Umami Burger (get the Imperial IPA Oskar 
Blues G’Knight on tap, $6 and 8.7 percent 
ABV), that is saying something. The consid- 
erably fine burger should alleviate any stress 
you may feel from paying upwards of $20, 
including tax and tip, for a burger and fries. 
By the way, if my brother tells you that I used 
to scream, “Umami” whenever I skinned my 
knee, do not believe him. We were instructed 
to always call our parents Father and Mother, 
thank you very much.

Katharine McPhee looks 
to ease the sting of ‘Smash’

Since Katharine McPhee first sang her way 
onto the pop culture stage almost lo years ago, 
music has been priority No. i. 

Though she just missed capturing the 
‘American Idol” crown during the 2006 
season, it hasn’t seemed to matter for McPhee. 
She’s far outdistanced that year’s winner, Taylor 
Hicks, as well as almost all other “Idols,” and 
has recorded several albums and performed all 
over the country including Carnegie 
Hall. 

Most notably she was center 
stage for NBC’s highly 
promoted “Smash,” an ill- 
fated Broadway-based 
musical drama series 
initially embraced by 
fans and critics before 
winding up as a punch 
line during its second 
and final season. 

This faU, McPhee is 
singing a different tune— 
which is no tune at all. 

She’s part of the ensemble of 
“Scorpion,” CBS’ new drama that premiered 
Monday and is about a group of misfit 
geniuses recruited by U.S. Homeland Security 
to combat high-tech threats. Think of it as a 
heavier, more action-packed, less punch-line- 
driven version of “The Big Bang Theory” 

As Paige Dineen, a waitress and single 
mother of an introverted boy genius, she finds 
herself helping out the brainy Scorpion troupe, 
which is led by eccentric Walter O’Brien (Elyes 
Gabel). Though she’s a bit out of her melodic 
comfort zone, McPhee is singing the praises 
of “Scorpion,” calling it “a wonderful, thrilling 
adventure.” 


Still, the 30 -year-old actress realizes some of 
her fans may be bewildered by her signing on 
to an action series. 

“I do feel for the fans who know me as a 
singer,” she said. “That’s a part of me that’s 
never going to change. I had completed a 
record, then I got this pilot. My record got put 
on the back burner.” 

So far, starring in “Scorpion” is turning out 
to be a far less flashy experience for McPhee 
than “Smash,” a show she looks 
back on with mixed feelings. 
The ambitious NBC show 
focused on the drama 
surrounding the creation 
of a Broadway musical 
about Marilyn Monroe. 
McPhee played Karen 
I Cartwright, a small- 
town girl from Iowa 
who becomes a serious 
contender for the title 
role, putting her in fierce 
competition with seasoned 
Broadway trouper Ivy Linn 
(Megan Hilty). 

The musical TV drama was “the perfect 
storm, of all the things that I love to do,” she 
said. But the warm glow that initially greeted 
the series gradually faded. The show’s creator, 
playwright Theresa Rebeck, was eventually let 
go and a vocal anti-”Smash” contingent sprung 
up on social media. 

“I knew that people were ‘hate-watching’ 
us,” said McPhee about the second season. 
“That’s cool, it didn’t bother me. It’s not like 
I thought it was this flawless, perfect show I 
have my own thoughts about it. But I just loved 
everyone there so much. It was flawed, but it 
all felt special. That kept me feeling faithful.”

First-time director soives puzzie of *IVIaze Runner*

In the new film “The Maze Runner,” a teen 
named Thomas is suddenly deposited into 
the Glade, a pastoral enclave surrounded by 
a massive maze that is home to a community 
of boys, none of whom has any memory of his 
past. During daylight hours, the doors to the 
labyrinth stand open and the boys are free to 
explore its pathways— but at night, danger 
threatens anyone who ventures inside. 

In adapting James Dashner’s wildly popular 
young adult novel, first-time feature filmmaker 
Wes Ball had some reason to identify with 
Thomas’ dilemma. He, too, was thrust into an 
unheralded new world filled with challenges 
while shooting the movie, which opened 
Friday— namely staving off snakes and 
horseflies while directing an ensemble cast 
comprised almost entirely of young men in the 
sweltering summer climes of rural Louisiana 
last year. 

“When you see people in the movie looking 
sweaty and dirty it’s real,” Ball said earlier this 
year. “We didn’t want anything that was too 
polished or bubble gum. We wanted something 


that was real and edgy and hard.” 

Ball was selected to direct the new film— 
the latest in a series of movies adapted from 
popular dystopian novels, namely “The 
Hunger Games” series and the “Divergent” 
franchise— based in part on his background as 
a visual effects professional and a pair of shorts 
he made, “Ruin” and ‘A Work in Progress.” 

He said his small-town childhood turned 
out to be an asset too. 

“I grew up in the middle-of-nowhere 
Florida, which served me well on this movie, 
which is very much about kids living off the 
land and doing their own thing in this other 
world.” 

The film opens with Thomas (“Teen Wolf” 
actor Dylan O’Brien) forming alliances and 
making friends after he turns up in the Glade. 
But his arrival heralds unanticipated changes — 
before long, a girl, Teresa (Kaya Scodelario), 
unexpectedly appears, and the rules that have 
governed the maze no longer appear to apply 

“The movie is very much from Thomas’ 
point of view,” Ball said. “We never break that. 
%u feel like you are Thomas; I always saw it 


that way” 

What Ball didn’t immediately see, however, 
is O’Brien in the lead role. 

“I had seen Dylan’s {audition} tape— it 
was one of the first tapes I ever saw— and I 
immediately disregarded it because he had 
this hair, the ‘Teen Wolf’ hair. At some point 
Dylan’s name popped up again, and I searched 
for pictures of this guy and I saw one picture 


where he had a shaved head. I was like, ‘Oh, 
this could totally be Thomas.’ I thought it was 
important he was kind of an everyman, he 
wasn’t a bad-ass hero character. He’s someone 
who has vulnerability to him but also could 
lead the group. I went back to his tape and I 
watched it again with different eyes and I was 
like, ‘Oh, he’s pretty good.’ I just couldn’t see 
past my bias, his hair.”
